SHORE    WHEN    THE    EMBATTLED    FARMERS    OF    CONCORD 
"  Fired  the  shot  heard  around  the  world;'* 

AND  WHEN  THOSE  SIX  GENTLEMEN,  WHO  FOUNDED  THIS 
SOCIETY  CAME  TOGETHER  AT  LOS  ANGELES  ON  THE  EIGHTH  DAY 
OF  MAY,  1893,  TO  DISCUSS  THE  FEASIBILITY  OF  SUCH  AN  OR- 
GANIZATION IN  CALIFORNIA,  ITS  INSTITUTION  WAS  CONSUM- 
MATED WITH  GRAVE  DOUBTS  THAT  THE  TIME  WAS  RIPE  FOR 
SUCH  ACTION.  HAPPILY  THESE  FEARS  WERE  GROUNDLESS,  AND 
THE  RECORD  OF  THE  INCORPORATION  ON  MAY  FIFTEENTH, 
BROUGHT  TO  OUR  MEMBERSHIP  GENTLEMEN  RESIDING  IN  DIF- 
FERENT SECTIONS  OF  THE  STATE  AND  IN  ARIZONA,  WHO  KNEW 
OF  THE  EASTERN  SOCIETIES,  BUT  WHO  HAD  NO  INCENTIVE  TO 
CONNECT  THEMSELVES  WITH  ASSOCIATIONS  SO  DISTANT  FROM 
THEIR  HOMES,  AND  IN  WHOSE  DELIBERATIONS  THEY  COULD 
TAKE   NO  PART. 


IN  A  GREAT  NATIONAL  SOCIETY,  ESTABLISHED  AND  CON- 
TROLLED BY  REGULATIONS  VERY  SIMILAR  TO  THE  GOVERN- 
MENT OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  IT  IS  NOT  AN  EASY  MATTER  TO 
BRING  INTO  HARMONIOUS  WORKING  THE  CONFLICTING  SENTI- 
MENTS PREVAILING  IN  THE  INDEPENDENT  STATE  JURISDIC- 
TIONS, AND  WE  MET  WITH  DIFFICULTIES,  AND  AT  TIMES  BECAME 
ALMOST  DISCOURAGED  IN  THE  ATTEMPT  TO  BUILD  A  STABLE 
FOUNDATION   ON   THE   PACIFC   COAST. 

WE  WERE  UNABLE  TO  CONSULT  WITH  THE  EXPERIENCE 
THAT  HAD  LED  TO  SUCCESS  IN  THE  ATLANTIC  STATES,  FOR 
OUR  ATTEMPT  WAS  THE  FIRST  ON  THE  PACIFIC  SLOPE.  AND 
ONLY  ONE  SOCIETY— COLORADO — HAD  BEEN  ORGANIZED  WEST 
OF  THE  MISSISSIPPI  RIVER;  BUT  CONSULTING  THE  NECESSITIES 
OF  OUR  OWN  SURROUNDINGS,  AND  CONFORMING  TO  THE  CONSTI- 
TUTION OF  THE  GENERAL  SOCIETY,  A  CODE  OF  LAWS  FOR  OUR 
GOVERNMENT  WAS  EVOLVED,  WHICH,  WITH  BUT  THREE  AMEND- 
MENTS,  HAS  STOOD  THE  TEST  OF  TEN   YEARS. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  ACHIEVED  IS  PARTIALLY  TOLD  IN 
OUR  REGISTER  OF  LAST  YEAR.  BUT  THIS  HAD  BEEN  IMPOSSIBLE 
WITHOUT  THE  FAITHFUL  CO-OPERATION  OF  OUR  ACCOMPLISHED 
SECRETARY,  OUR  CAREFUL  TREASURER,  THE  INDUSTRIOUS  REG- 
ISTAR  AND  THE  GENIAL  AND  WATCHFUL  VICE-PRESIDENT, 
WHO,  WITH  THE  PRESIDENT  HAVE  CONSTITUTED  THE  BOARD 
OF  DIRECTORS. 

THAT  OUR  LABORS  HAVE  NOT  BEEN  WITHOUT  RECOG- 
NITION. APPEARS  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  MR.  HENRY 
WALBRIDGE  DUDLEY,  THE  GENERAL  HISTORIAN,  MADE  AT  THE 
TRIENNIAL  MEETING  AT  WASHINGTON.  I).  C,  ON  APRIL  19,  1902, 
IN   WHICH  HE  SAYS: 

"CALIFORNIA." 

"THE  SOCIETY  WAS  INSTITUTED  MAY  S,  1893,  AT  LOS 
ANGELES,  AND  INCORPORATED  MAY  15.  1893,  SINCE  WHICH  TIME 
IT  HAS  DONE  ITS  FULL  SHARE  IN  PROMOTING  THE  OBJECTS  OF 
OUR  ORGANIZATION.  IN  PROPORTION  TO  ITS  MEMBERSHIP,

STATES,  WHILE  A  LARGE  NUMBER  OF  ITS  MEMBERS  HAVE  ALSO

MADE  UP  IN  DETAIL  BY  THE  HISTORIAN  OF  THE  SOCIETY,

THINGS,  THE  NAMES  OF  ELEVEN  OF  ITS  MEMBERS  WHO  SERVED

AVOCATIONS  OF  THE  ENTIRE  MEMBERSHIP  OF  THE  SOCIETY, 
MAKING   A  RECORD   OF   WHICH  ANY  SOCIETY   MIGHT   BE   PROUD." 

OUR  VOICE  IS  HEARD.  AND  OUR  VOTE  IS  ALWAYS  CAST  AT 
THE  MEETINGS  OF  THE  GENERAL  SOCIETY,  FOR  IT  IS  OUR  GOOD 
FORTUNE  TO  HAVE  AS  A  LIFE  MEMBER,  MR.  JAMES  MORTIMER 
MONTGOMERY,    WHO   RESIDES    IN   NEW    YORK   CITY,    AND   WHO    IS 


ABLE  TO  BE  PRESENT  AT  THOSE  GATHERINGS.  WE  NEVER  WEARY 
OF  MANIFESTING  OUR  OBLIGATIONS  TO  MR.  MONTGOMERY  FOR 
HIS  MANY  ACTS  OF  KINDNESS  TO  HIS  WESTERN  SOCIETY,  AND 
IT  HAS  BEEN  OUR  CONSTANT  POLICY  TO  RETAIN  HIM  AS  ONE 
OF  OUR  DELEGATES. 

THE  ATTENTION  OF  OUR  MEMBERS  HAS  BEEN  FREQUENTLY 
CALLED  TO  THE  MANY  BEAUTIFUL  AND  APPROPRIATE  STATUES, 
MONUMENTS  AND  TABLETS  ERECTED  BY  THE  COLONIAL  STATES 
IN  PLACES  MEMORABLE  FOR  HEROIC  DEEDS  DURING  THE  REVO- 
LUTION, AND  IT  HAS  BEEN  THOUGHT  THAT  THERE  WAS  NO 
FIELD  FOR  ANY  ACTION  IN  THIS  LINE  BY  THE  CALIFORNIA 
SOCIETY;  BUT  ON  THE  DAY  OF  OUR  LAST  ANNUAL  MEETING,  ONE 
OF  OUR  GENTLEMEN,  WHOSE  PUBLIC  SPIRIT  IS  SURPASSED  ONLY 
BY  HIS  GENEROSITY,  OFFERED  TO  BEAR  THE  EXPENSE  OF  A

BE  MADE  TO  PURCHASE  A  LOT  IN  LOS  ANGELES  UPON  WHICH 
THE  SOCIETY  MAY  ERECT  ITS  OWN  BUILDING,  WHICH  WILL 
GIVE  US  A  PERMANENT  HOME,  AND  IN  WHICH  CAN  BE  DEPOSITED 
ITS  VALUABLE  LIBRARY  AND  RAPIDLY'  ACCUMULATING  COLLEC- 
TION OF  SOUVENIRS.  THIS  HAS  BEEN  DONE  BY  SEVERAL  OF 
THE  WEALTHY  EASTERN  SOCIETIES,  THROUGH  THE  GENEROUS 
CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  INDIVIDUAL  MEMBERS,  BUT  OUR  SMALL 
NUMBER  AND  OUR  LIMITED  INCOME  HAVE  NOT  PRESENTED  TO
